If someone has a parts unit 
RME-45 series I would also be happy to purchase the whole unit since it 
takes a fair amount of dissasembly to get the capacitor out. The good news 
so far is that the ball reduction drive works nicely after cleaning and 
relubrication.

Good evening Everybody, 


First of all, I would like to wish everyone a Happy Thanksgiving weekend 


from Aloha, Oregon. I used some of last afternoon and evening to look 
through some of my Hallicrafters manuals to see if I could answer my 
question about the proper loading of the audio output amplifiers in our 
boatanchors. 


As you all know, many of our receivers have push-pull audio output 
amplifiers that can provide a respectable amount of sound power. Many 
have 500/600 ohm output impedances, especially military receivers for 
the 600 ohms output. Other receivers have a 4 ohm output impedance, and 
of course, there a few other output impedances that are used. If you 
listen to your receiver with a speaker, then the receiver is usually 
happy with the loading on the output amplifier and everything works 
fine. My question is what happens when you plug in your headphones ( 
this usually disconnects the speaker ) and put a high impedance load on 
your audio amplifier? 


The SX-28 switches in a 5 KOhm load resistor when you plug in your 
headphones, and its sucessors, the SX-42 and SX-62, plug the headphones 
into the first audio stage in the part of the circuit that can work with 
a high-impedance load. At the same time, the input to the push-pull 
6V6's is grounded. Is this approach OK? My guess is that it is or else 
Hallicrafters would not have designed it this way. The 6V6's are idling 
in a steady-state this way, but would they be suceptable to any 
overheating this way? 


The Hammarlund Super-Pro Series has a caution note that says to 
terminate the 600 Ohm output with a 600 Ohm resistor when you are 
listening to the receiver with headphones. I can see the need for this 
with the old Super-Pros ( with their push-pull outputs ), but is this 
really necessary with the single-ended output of the SP600's? I must 
confess that before I had a manual ( and read the caution note ) for my 
SP-600-JX10 I listened to it for many evenings with headphones and no 
terminating resistor. 


If anyone would like to toss in some expertise and answers, maybe 
posting to the whole group would be a good idea so that the information 
would be shared. Thanks in advance for any information.

Hi Liles; 


The only harm that can come to the various amplifiers you mentioned, both 
push-pull and single ended, is from high voltage transients that can be 
produced in the plate circuits of the unloaded amplifiers. Several thousand 
volt spikes can occur due to the flyback effect of the unloaded output 
transformer's primary inductance. Keeping the output loaded absorbs the 
energy that would otherwise translate into a high voltage spike. High 
voltages spikes can cause arcing in the output tube(s) or insulation 
breakdown in the output transformer. The power required to drive headphones 
is miniscule compared to what a speaker requires. It is always a good 
pratice to keep a load resistance connected to the receivers's speaker 
terminals when operating without a speaker. If using a switch to disconnect 
the speaker then it is best to have a slightly higher value of resistance, 
say 47 ohms, across 8 ohm output terminals at all times. Do not switch the 
resistor in when switching the speaker out because there will be a momentary 
open circuit. 


No, the 6V6's won't overheat when operated with no load or a lighter than 
normal load. The only problem you have to worry about is as I've outlined 
above.
